Otherwise, we must come to the conclu- 
sion that the town would be better off to go on its own. 

It looks now as though a new high school may be the 
best answer; converting the existing high school to junior 


high use may be the least expensive of the several con- 
version or addition methods suggested, 

Whatever happens, we can be certain that the new plant 
will not be inexpensive; but if the school can be designed 
to handle the town’s growth over a longish period of time, 
we may be better off to get the project underway fairly 
soon. 


At Long Last, Agreement 


At long last, there is some agreement on the cost 
estimates, and potential income, from the Urban Renewal 
project. 

Now the town can go forward in its deliberations, know- 
ing that each person is talking about the same set of 
facts, after all the long months of confusion. 

Whether or not Urban Renewal is approved, it is vital 
to the success of any democratic body, such as town 
meeting, to have before it all of the facts and estimates. 
The only way to reach a logical conclusion is to weed out 
the red herrings, the false or the erroneous or the mis- 
leading statements. This has to be done before town meet- 
ing — the voters don’t have the time to do all this work 
at the meeting itself. 

We suggest that each voter can now get the figures 
which have been agreed upon as being accurate — they 
should be studied before minds are made up pro or con.
